two in the first place for “To 
Let” ads , which would have placed pros­ 


pective tenants IN 
C O M P E T IT IO N for his house, and would have en­ 


abled him to” take his choice.’’ 


The housewife blunders into “ paying penalties” by asking her neigh­ 


bor’s servant to secure a servant for her—some “ friend of hers ” 
She 


gets a “breaker,” and for most of the month watches the 
gradual 
de­ 


struction of china and despoiling of her household “pretty 
things.” 
She 


pays her “ penalties” because she gave herself no room for C H O IC E in 


selecting a servant—virtually 
delegating the selection to 
someone 
else. 


A “ Help Want” ad., run for a few days, would have 
changed the affair 


from that of a place hunting the servant to that of a lot of servants hunt 


ing the place—which is a very different thing. 


The person who works for too small wages, who pays too high 
rent, 


who “gives away” things which have a market value, or that could have 


been exchanged for more useful articles—that person is always a loser in 


the game of “ Penalties,” and wholly because he doesn’t realize the nature 
of the game.

portunity of again visiting Milwau­ 
kee and attending a grocers’ conven­ 


tio n there. 
It was here about seven 
years ago that this organization had 


l i t s birth and I am very sure that there 
J iv not one of our people hut can say 
I that they are glad that such a r o r ­ 
ganization did have a birth and in so 
favorable a city as this. 
In regard to the business aim of this 
association, I ain not content as I 
I would he if I were to go fully into a 
discussion of that kind, hut I think 
every one here without dwelling on 


1 the facts realizes what the business 
(and aims of this association are. 
It is to ameliorate the condition of 
'th e retail grocers of this great state 
I of Wisconsin. 
I know of no trade or 
profession that arc greater slaves to 
their profession, greater slaves to the 
public than the retail grocers and I 
want to >ay to the 
Retail 
Grocers, 
that from my own personal experience 
we arc to blame for it and not the 
public. 
W e have not the courage of 


o u r convictions. 
W h y is it that the 
retail grocers are the greatest cow. 
lards in business today. 
I do n ’t care 
where you go. east or west north or 
south, they have difficulties to c o n ­ 
tend with that no other trade or p ro ­ 
fession has. 
« 
I 
You can take the medical, the legal 
J professionalists, the clothier, the dry 
goods or the boot and shoe merchants, 
and what do they do? 
D o they put 
their hands into their pockets 
and 
hang down their head and hum bly 
I submit to the objectionable features 
of their trade? 
No. they 
do 
not. 
They put their foot dow n and stand 
I upon their rights as men, 
hut 
we 
haven’t courage to do it. I think every 
man sitting in this convention real­ 
i z e s the truthfulness of my statem ent 
j that the evils we arc contending with 
today we are ourselves to blame for, 
and it only requires united effort in 
j <»rder to correct those abuses 
that 
have kept our noses 
to the 
grind- 
I stone and made us worse than slaves. 
I 
T h e great difficulty seems to he so 
I far as I can learn from experience, it 
the difficulty in getting retail grocers 
to conic in and he m em bers of an as- 
j sedation. 
T oo m any grocers aim to 
I have the o ther fellow do the work and 
himself reap the benefit only. 
I hardly need to remind you of the 
fact that one of the 
worst 
things 
I about retail grocery business i* that 
.it keeps lots of us so busy that we 
have little time to mix up with each 
o ther or to com pare notes and 
see 
how other people conduct their af­ 
fairs. 
But it is one of the blessed 
I 
, 
good thing* of this association, that 
lit ha" enthused our people to the e x ­ 
t e n t of getting out and mixing am ong 
(themselves and learning how hest to 
conduct their own affairs in such a 
m anner as enables them to get the 
best good and the hest results out 
of a business that comes in touch 
[with and possibly nearer to the home 
jot the life of this country than any 
j other one. 
In concluding m y effort 
j a little might he added to the work 
I being done by the G rocers’ Associa­ 
t i o n of Wisconsin. 
G entlemen: 
I refer to the legisla­ 
tion at Madison which the G rocers’ 
|association has carried <>n with such 
substantial help from 
the 
business 
men of other lines. 
And again the old 
adage with which you arc all familiar 


m ight well he applied here to advan­ 
tage, which is, "U nited we stand, di­ 
vided we fall,*’ or as the good hook 
says, "Ask and 
thou shall 
receive, 
seek and thou shall find.” R em em ber 
there is but one way to receive the 
legislation at Madison that we want, 
and that is by asking for it and the 
only way to ask for it is th rough o r ­ 
ganization.
